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TOWN  WARRANT 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett,  New  Hampshire  in  the  County 
of  Carroll  in  Said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Bartlett  on  Tues- 
day, the  eleventh  day  of  March  1980  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects  hereinafter  set  forth.  The  voting  on  Article  1  will  be  by  of- 
ficial ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  open  for  balloting  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  shall  not  close  before  six  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Tovsti 
Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  $350,000.00  in  anti- 
cipation of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in 
the  name  of  the  Town  and  on  the  credit  of  the  same,  negotiable  notes  therefor, 
said  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  within  the  current 
municipal  year. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Tovsoi  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's 
deeds  or  by  any  other  means.  Subject  only  to  the  interest  of  relatives  and  heirs^ 
all  disposal  shall  be  by  public  auction. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ac- 
cept gifts,  and/or  federal  or  state  aid  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Bartlett  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  accept  a  deed  from  Glen  Acres  Inc.  for  land  sixty  six  (66)  feet  in  width  for 
hi^way  and  utility  purposes  as  shown  on  plan  recorded  in  Carroll  County  Records 
Plan  Book  40,  page  47,  and  the  Town  Office.  Road  being  an  extension  of  Skyline 
Drive.  Approximately  1800'  going  from  Lot  1  to  Lot  18  on  recorded  plan.  Agree- 
able to  a  petition  signed  by  Sandra  Guptill  and  others. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $20,000.00  to  replace  the  1975  Ford  Highway  Truck,  with  a  new  four  wheel 
drive  truck,  including  all  equipment  necessary  for  plowing,  wanging,  etc. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$20,000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  defray  costs  of  the  new  Highway 
Truck. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  wall  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $6,685.00  for  the  replacement  of  the  present  police  cruiser. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$6,685.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  defray  costs  of  the  new  police 
cruiser. 

ARTICLE  1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $900.00  to  purchase  a  used  police  cruiser  to  be  used  as  a  backup  vehicle  for  the 
Police  Dept. 


ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $6,800»00>  said  sum  being  60%  of  the  cost  of  a  new  fire  communications  system 
which  will  be  dispatched  by  the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's  Dept.  The  remaining  40% 
of  the  system  will  be  paid  by  the  Town  of  Jackson. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$6,800.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  defray  costs  of  a  new  communications 
system  for  the  Fire  Dept. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apply  anti  recession  money, 
plus  accrued  interest,  to  the  town  poor  fund. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $6,000.00  for  the  pur- 
chase price  and  start  up  costs  to  allow  the  State  of  N.H.  pit  located  in  Hart's 
Location  to  serve  as  a  brush  and  stump  dump  for  the  towns  of  Bartlett  and  Hart's 
Location. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $6,000.00 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  offset  the  cost  of  purchasing  the  State  Pit  in 
Heirt's  Location. 

ARTICLE  1 7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  payment  of  $3,000.00 
in  Revenue  Sharing  money  in  order  to  pay  for  the  audit  which  must  be  done  to 
meet  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Guidelines. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  to  hire  a  summer  recreation  director  from  June  to  August.  The  Direc- 
tor will  manage  activities  and  field  trips  throughout  the  summer  in  conjunction  with 
the  presently  ongoing  summer  program  at  the  Bartlett  School.  Agreeable  to  a  pet- 
ition signed  by  Richard  Glines  and  others. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $80,000.00  to  purchase  a  new  all  wheel  drive  fire  truck,  and  a  new  truck  chassis 
for  the  Glen  tanker,  agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Robert  L.  Jones  and  others. 

ARTICLE  19 A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $80,000.00 
to  be  repaid  over  a  period  not  to  exceed  five  years  to  purchase  a  new  all  wheel  drive 
fire  truck  and  a  new  truck  chassis  for  the  Glen  tanker  as  authorized  in  Article  19. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,700.00  for  emergency  care  equipment  and  three  (3)  radio  receivers  to  organize 
a  FIRST  RESPONSE  RESCUE  TEAM  for  Bartlett,  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by 
Barry  Allen  and  others. 

ARTICLE  2 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  in  support  of  the  Mt.  Washington  Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce,  agree- 
able to  a  petition  signed  by  Robert  Murphy  and  others. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $650.00  in  support  of  the  Senior  Meals  and  Wheels  program.  Agreeable  to  the 
petition  signed  by  Elizabeth  Durell  and  others. 


ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  wdll  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $800.00  for  the  Center  of  Hope,  Inc.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Winfred 
A.  Whitman  and  others. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropnate  the  sum 
of  $3,201.60  for  the  Visiting  Nurse  Services  of  Northern  Carroll  County  Inc.,  said 
sum  being  equal  to  $1.45  per  person  in  the  towTi.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by 
Ann  Madden  and  others. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,055.47  to  assist  the  Carroll  County  Mental  Health  Service.  Agreeable  to  a  pet- 
ition signed  by  Georgene  Marcoux  and  others. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$725.40  towards  the  support  of  the  Children  &  Youth  Project.  This  sum  is  used  for 
clinic  and  office  space.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Susan  Gaudette  and  others. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Tov^ti  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $50,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  improving  Linderhof  roads;  Tract  I  Mittenwald 
Strasse;  Tract  II  66  Main  Loop  Lot  Section;  Tract  III  66  Lot  Section  Cul-de-sac 
#3  and  Tract  IV  66  Lot  Section  Cul-de-sac  #4  as  shown  on  plan  entitled  "Street 
Layout  Plan— Mountain  View  Section  Linderhof  Resort,  Glen,  NH— January  1979" 
and  to  borrow  $50,000.00  to  be  repaid  over  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  municipal  finance  act.  This  article  is  included 
pursuant  to  a  petition  from  the  Linderhof  lot  ow^ners  association  under  the  new 
betterment  assessment  law  which  provides  that  abutters  and  "those  served"  wdll  be 
assessed  for  the  total  costs  of  the  road  improvements.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  Selectmen  are  pleased  to  present  their  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Bartlett. 

Good  news— once  again,  in  1979,  the  tax  rate  was  lowered.  While  the  de- 
crease was  only  lO*  per  $1,000.00  of  valuation,  in  these  days  of  double  digit  in- 
flation any  decrease  is  significant.  There  has  not  been  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
for  5  years.  In  fact  in  all  but  one  of  those  years  the  tax  rate  was  lowered.  During 
the  same  period  the  towns  capitol  reserves  have  grown  to  almost  $100,000.00. 
This  past  year  the  town  received  approximately  $3,000.00  in  interest  from  the  re- 
serves and  with  prudent  investment  at  over  11%  expects  to  receive  over  $11,000.00 
in  interest  in  1980. 

The  work  on  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  mandated  Town  Tax  Map  has 
progressed  reasonably  well  this  past  year.  The  Selectmen  have  seen  and  reviewed 
the  "final"  proofs  and  have  made  suggestions  for  corrections  and/or  additions.  The 
town  should  have  completed  maps  by  the  late  spring  for  public  use. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  town  road  crew,  the  fire,  and  the  police  depart- 
ments both  the  Choo-Choo  Inn  and  the  old  tennis  club  were  cleaned  up  and  made 
free  of  hazardous  conditions.  In  both  instances  the  town  recovered  the  total  costs 
of  the  projects  from  the  property  owners. 

The  saga  of  the  towTi  flatbed  trailer  has  ended  with  good  results.  The  trailer 
was  sold  and  the  town  recovered  all  of  its  investment.  The  Selectmen  elected  to  re- 
tain the  trailer  hitch  hookup  for  use  on  one  of  the  town  trucks. 

Along  vfith  routine  maintenance  the  road  crew  rebuilt  Kearsarge  Street  in 
the  Village  this  past  summer.  The  road  crew  is  now  on  a  systematic  schedule  of 
road  maintenance  designed  to  maintain  town  roads  in  the  best  possible  conditions 
under  reasonable  budget  constraints.  This  summer  the  road  program  includes  ex- 
tensive work  in  Linderhof,  rebuilding  a  section  of  Rolling  Ridge  Road,  improve- 
ments to  Pine  Street  in  the  Village,  work  in  Bartlett  Brook  in  the  vicinity  of  Foster 
Street. 

The  Selectmen  and  your  state  representative,  Donalda  Howard,  were  instru- 
mental this  past  year  in  obtaining  enactment  by  the  legislature  of  a  betterment 
assessment  law.  Briefly  this  law  provides  that  abutters  to  and  those  served  by  a 
private  road  not  owned,  maintained  or  plowed  by  the  town  may  petition  the  Select- 
men to  do  whatever  work  necessary  to  bring  the  road  into  compliance  with  town 
standards  and  to  accept  a  deed  to  the  road  and  assume  all  maintenance  responsi- 
bilities thereof.  The  law  further  provides  that  abutters  and  those  served  wrill  be 
assessed  the  total  costs  of  construction.  The  Selectmen  wdll  utilize  this  new  law  for 
the  first  time,  this  year,  on  a  portion  of  Linderhof  roads. 

One  of  the  more  significant  events  this  past  year,  or  any  year  for  that  mat- 
ter has  been  ,  finally  ,  the  relocation  of  the  town  dump,  (we  now  call  it  a  sanitary 
land  fill).  After  several  years  of  intensive  search,  investigation,  and  setbacks,  the 
Selectmen  feel  that  the  town  of  Bartlett  now  has  a  practical  and  reasonably  eco- 
nomical solution  to  the  problem  of  solid  waste  disposal.  The  new  land  fill  is  being 
operated  within  very  stringent  state  laws  and  regulations  which  require  among 
other  things  that  the  site  be  manned  at  all  times  it  is  open  and  that  required  equip- 
ment be  on-site  and  operable  again  at  all  times  the  site  is  open.  Because  equipment 
and  manpower  is  extremely  costly  the  Selectmen  determined  that  30  hours  per 
week  was  a  reasonably  compromise  between  the  two  considerations  of  costs  to  the 
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taxpayer  and  service  to  the  citizens  of  the  town.  To  put  it  simply  more  hours  in- 
creased the  costs  prohibitively  and  fewer  hours  degraded  the  service  prohibitively. 
The  reason  the  Selectmen  elected  to  close  the  land  fill  at  3  P.M.  during  the  wanter  is 
again,  related  to  state  law.  The  law  requires  that  the  operator  compact  and  cover 
the  area  after  the  close  of  each  days  operations.  Since  the  days  are  so  short  in  win- 
ter a  closing  hour  of  3  P.M.  is  necessary  to  give  the  operator  the  necessjury  daylight 
hours  to  perform  an  adequate  job  of  compacting  and  coverage.  During  the  summer 
the  Selectmen  anticipate  changing  the  opening  and  the  closing  schedule  within  the 
total  of  30  hours. 

And  finally,  the  Selectmen  have  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  asking 
for  $6,000.00  to  purchase  from  the  State  the  old  state  gravel  pit  in  Hart's  Location. 
The  35  acre  site  will  provide  a  location  for  the  disposal  of  brush,  stumps,  tires,  and 
building  salvage  and  has  the  potential  for  a  possible  future  site  for  an  incinerator  if 
and  when  incineration  becomes  the  most  viable  long  term  answer  to  the  towns  solid 
waste  disposal  problems,  which  will  continue  to  be  wdth  us  due  to  the  limited  life 
span  of  the  present  land  fill.  In  summing  up  the  solid  waste  disposal  issue  the  Select- 
men feel  that  while  the  present  arrangement  may  not  be  100%  satisfactory  to  every- 
one it  does  represent  a  reasonable  and  prudent  solution,  while  avoiding  litigation 
with  the  State. 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  departments  who 
have  cooperated  to  make  our  Town's  government  run  smoothly  and  efficiently 
during  the  past  year.  We  also  look  forward  to  more  citizen  pcU"ticipation  within  our 
government.  We  are  elected  to  serve  you  and  we  need  your  input  and  ideas  to  help 
assist  us  with  our  job.

The  bookmobile  visited  three  times 
and  left  more  than  one  thousand  books.  Four  hundred  fifty  nine  books  were 
added  to  the  collection.  Memorial  books  were  given  in  memory  of  Arlene 
demons,  Howard  Dorset,  Cleaver  Nealley  and  Harvey  Tebbetts  by  the  VFW 
Auxiliary,  Jean  Lord  and  Hibbert  Drew  by  the  Bartlett  School  Staff,  Ed  Pleau 
by  his  wife,  Earle  Baker  by  his  family  and  Myrtle  Drown  by  her  friends. 

The  library  participated  in  many  activities  this  year...  "I  Love  To  Read 
Day"  in  February,  Bartlett  Town  History  Night  and  Egg  Decorating  in  April, 
Plant  Care  Night  in  May,  prize-winning  float  in  two  parades  in  July,  International 
Year  of  the  Child  activities,  jointly  with  the  summer  reading  program,  "Four 
Thousand  Footer  Reading  Club"  and  Monday  Night  at  the  Movies  during  the 
summer,  Hobby  Night  in  October  and  a  book  fair  in  November.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BARTLETT  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  1979 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett,  N.H. 

1979  has  proved  to  be  the  busiest  year  yet.  The  activities  for  the  depart- 
ment total  2,637  cases;  cases  cleared  by  court  action  528,  cases  and  activities 
cleared  by  other  means  total  2,052,  cases  under  investigation  total  57,  mileage 
for  the  year  totaled  59,877,  hours  worked  5,820. 

This  past  year  three  special  officers  graduated  from  the  part-time  officers 
school.  This  school  was  two  nights  a  week  for  16  weeks.  This  was  done  with  no 
expense  to  the  Town.  I  am  very  confident  in   their  ability  to  do  a  good  job  for 
the  Town. 

It  is  my  desire  this  year  to  purchase  a  new  cruiser  and  to  obtain  a  second 
vehicle  to  be  used  as  a  back-up  vehicle.  This  second  vehicle  would  be  usdd 
during  peak  periods,  transportation  of  prisoners  and  for  the  Village  Patrol.  There 
are  many  nights  when  the  primary  vehicle  and  officer  are  tied  up  for  extended 
periods  of  time.  The  second  vehicle  would  allow  myself  or  another  officer  to 
come  out  during  these  times  and  provide  coverage  that  is  needed  when  the  pri- 
mary vehicle  and  officer  is  not  available. 

In  the  not  very  distant  future,  due  to  the  increase  in  population  and  police 
services,  the  department  will  be  required  to  hire  a  third  full  time  person.  This 
person,  if  approved,  would  only  cover  days  off  and  one  other  shift. 

I  would  like  to  thank  by  officers,  the  Town  officials,  other  department 
heads  and  the  citizens  of  Bartlett  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

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BARTLETT  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


1979  was  an  active  year  for  the  Bartlett  Planning  Board,  with  people  coming 
before  the  Board's  monthly  meetings  with  requests  ranging  from  boundary  line 
adjustments  between  abutters  to  modification  of  lots  in  existing  developments  to 
the  planning  and  creation  of  entirely  new  sub-divisions  and  projects. 

The  planning  board  recommended  to  the  voters  at  last  year's  town  meeting  that 
they  pass  an  ordinance  requiring  our  health  officer  to  be  present  at  the  actual  dig- 
ging of  all  test  pits.  This  would  give  the  town  the  assurance  that  the  correct  infor- 
mation was  supplied  to  the  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission.  The 
town  passed  this  ordinance  and  it  was  put  into  effect  in  May. 

Even  though  the  Town  of  Bartlett  is  protected  by  our  high  percentage  of 
National  Forest,  development  is  continuing  at  a  rapid  pace,  especially  in  the  cluster 
concept  and  for  this  reason  we  are  continuously  discussing  the  possibility  of  recom- 
mending stricter  sub-division  requirements,  such  as  a  density  factor,  minimum  lot 
size  or  minimum  frontage  just  to  name  a  few  ideas. 

We  meet  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  at  8:00  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  we 
would  welcome  any  and  all  ideas  or  suggestions.

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BARTLETT  ATHLETIC  AND  RECREATION  ASSOCIATION 

This  past  year  the  Bartlett  Athletic  and  Recreation  Association  became 
much  more  active  in  trying  to  provide  a  variety  of  programs  for  the  people  of 
Bartlett. 

The  skating  rink,  flooded  and  maintained  by  the  Association  was  enjoyed 
by  many  people,  especially  during  the  school  recess  hours.  Cross  Country  and  Al- 
pine skis  were  purchased  for  both  programs,  and  were  widely  used  by  the  school 
children.  Babe  Ruth,  Little  League  and  Pee  Wee  programs  were  supported  by  the 
BARA  and  much  needed  equipment  and  uniforms  were  bought  for  the  teams  use. 
We  would  like  to  thank  the  coaches:  Terry  Anthony— Little  League,  Don  Lange— 
Pee  Wee  and  John  Allen— Babe  Ruth.  Once  again  the  Summer  Program  was  one 
of  the  BARA  projects;  and  under  the  direction  of  Joyce  Perkins,  a  fun  filled  sum- 
mer of  tutoring,  games  and  field  trips  were  enjoyed  by  all  participants. 

The  ball  field  in  Bartlett  Village  was  maintained  on  a  regular  basis  and  the 
area  was  limed  and  fertilized  in  the  fall  so  the  field  should  be  very  presentable 
next  summer.  New  uniforms  were  purchased  for  the  4th,  5th,  and  6th  grade  soccer 
teams,  through  a  joint  effort  of  the  BARA  and  the  George  Mulvey  Memorial  Fund. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  the  BARA  hired  Paul  Joyce  to  act  as  a  supervisor 
at  the  gym  two  nights  a  week  to  allow  for  recreational  activities  for  junior  and 
senior  high  students. 

During  the  coming  year  the  BARA  intends  to  expand  its  efforts  in  providing 
more  organized  activities  for  adults  and  children  in  the  community.  We  also  plan  to 
hold  fund  raising  events  and  have  an  active  membership  through  the  sale  of  mem- 
bership cards  to  interested  people  in  the  community. 

The  BARA  will  continue  to  support  the  same  programs  it  has  in  the  past 
and  new  projects  include  the  repairing  of  the  infield  at  the  ball  field,  along  with 
new  benches  and  fixing  of  the  scoreboard.  The  town  will  also  be  asked  through  an 
article  in  the  warrant  to  fund  the  position  of  summer  recreational  director.  This 
program  will  include  supervised  activity  in  the  area  of  sports  and  field  trips  through- 
out the  region. 

With  the  continued  support  of  the  town  the  BARA  will  continue  in  its  at- 
tempt to  provide  good  recreational  activities  for  the  citizens  of  Bartlett.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative  effort 
between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legislature,  the 
State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  War- 
den and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control 
within  his  town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many 
Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his 
charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  state  into  ten  forest  fire  districts  with  a  full 
time  District  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  state  organization  is  charged  with  as- 
sisting the  municipal  forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire  suppression, 
fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention 
programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  purchased  through  state  bulk- 
purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Ex- 
cess military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments 
at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This 
cooperative  arrangement  between  state  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  wood- 
land burned  in  each  fire  reported.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
by  Robert  B.  Kautz  and  David  Stickney 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  provide  this  report  of  the 
past  year's  activities.   Again,  as  in  past  years,  the  chief  endeavor 
of  your  school  personnel  has  been  serving  children  better,  educa- 
tionally. 

Providing  adequate  facilities  for  the  educational  program  con- 
tinued to  be  one  of  the  major  undertakings.   The  construction  at 
the  A.  Crosby  Kennett  High  School,  which  provided  new  junior  high 
classrooms,  gymnasium  and  music  facilities,  is  essentially  completed. 
Some  problems  dealing  with  heating  and  hardware  are  still  being  cor- 
rected as  are  small  details  that  have  not  been  completed.   The  vo- 
cational addition  is  progressing  and  has  an  anticipated  completion 
date  of  June,  1980.   With  all  this  construction  completed,  the  high 
school  facility  should  be  adequate  enough  to  meet  the  varied  needs 
of  today's  students  and  also  be  of  benefit  to  the  entire  community. 

Construction  to  provide  additions  to  the  Madison  Elementary  School 
and  the  Josiah  Dartlett  Elementary  School  has  begun.   In  Madison  a 
two-room  addition  will  be  provided.   The  Bartlett  addition  involves 
i-'enovations  to  the  existing  structure  to  make  it  accessible  for  the 
handicapped,  meet  public  safety  requirements,  and  provide  improved 
facilities.   Also,  a  major  addition  for  a  multi-purpose  room,  health 
office  and  two  classrooms  will  be  built.   Madison  voters  will  con- 
sider a  proposal  for  another  addition,  a  multi-purpose  room,  at  the 
annual  school  district  meeting.   As  well  as  these  larger  projects, 
building  and  renovations  occurred  in  other  schools  to  provide  ade- 
quate facilities  for  current  educational  programs  as  well  as  those 
being  developed. 

The  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics  Curriculum  Committees  are 
continuing  their  review  and  the  implementation  of  new  curriculum 
guides.   Curriculum  committees  in  the  areas  of  science  and  social 
studies  have  been  formed.   These  committees,  comprised  of  teachers 
from  throughout  the  School  Administrative  Unit,  are  a  fine  example 
of  the  dedication  and  care  that  the  professional  teachers  have  for 
the  continuing  improvement  of  educational  opportunities  for  our 
children. 

In  addition  to  the  curriculum  committees,  the  Accountability 
Committee  continues  its  important  task.   Essential  Student  Outcomes 
and  Performance  Indicators  have  been  developed  and  accepted.   This 
committee  of  teachers,  school  board  members  and  community  members 
is  now  working  on  testing  procedures  and  is  developing  the  plan  by 
which  the  information  gathered  can  be  best  used  to  cause  improve- 
ments in  our  school  program. 

The  administration,  with  the  approval  of  the  Conway  School  Board, 
has  just  launched  a  year-long  effort  to  develop  long-range  plans. 
These  plans  will  be  for  the  purpose  of  changing  our  school  system 
into  one  that  is  a  child-centered  service  delivery  system  rather 
than  one  which  is  institutional-centered.   This  planning  will  neces- 
sitate a  great  deal  of  involvement  on  the  part  of  the  community 
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as  well  as  the  staff  and  administration  to  arrive  at  a  program  that 
will  more  fully  meet  the  needs  of  the  school  and  community.   It  is 
anticipated  that  our  effort  will  create  the  goals  we  want  education 
to  achieve  rather  than  have  them  mandated  to  us. 

As  our  fourth  year  of  working  in  the  communities  of  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  No.  9  draws  to  a  close,  we  would  like  to  thank 
everyone  for  the  cooperation  and  support  our  schools  have  received. 
We  will  continue  to  do  all  we  can  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the 
community  in  providing  its  educational  program  to  all  children. 
We  need  your  interest  and  viewpoints  because  for  each  child  to  get 
the  maximum  benefit  from  his/her  education  the  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  home  and  community  is  necessary. 

We  are  now  happy  to  provide  a  more  detailed  report  from  the 
Director  of  Special  Education  and  the  Principal(s)  of  your  school(s). 
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SPECIAL  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 
by  Lawx^ence  L.  Spencer 

The  1979-80  school  year  has  been  one  of  much  activity  in  the 
area  of  special  education.   There-  are  presently  215  identified 
educationally  handicapped  students  within  SAU  #9    being  served 
through  a  variety  of  special  education  programs.   The  great  majority 
of  these  children  are  in  resource  room  programs  which  offer  special 
individualized  learning  experiences,  as  well  as  provide  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  in  the  educational  "mainstream"  -  the  regular 
classroom.  In   addition  to  the  resource  rooms,  each  school  also 
offers  speech  and  language  therapy  and  individual  evaluation  and 
consultation  services  with  the  school  psychologist. 

Project  Mainstream,  a  regional  program  for  moderately  mentally 
handicapped  children,  which  is  hosted  by  the  Conway  School  District, 
has  been  moved  to  the  John  Fuller  School.   The  children  participa- 
ting in  this  program  come  from  all  over  the  region;  and  thanks  to 
the  fine  efforts  of  all  involved,  the  children  have  become  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  school.   Several  handicapped  pre-school  children 
have  also  been  identified  and  are  being  provided  with  appropriate 
special  education  services  under  the  supervision  of  the  pre-school 
teacher/ coordinator . 

Th.'  par^jnts  of  special  needs  children  are  encouraged  to  and 
hf've  actively  been  invoJved  in  planning  the  individual  special 
education  programs  for  their  child.   The  school  boards  and  com- 
munities continue  to  be  very  responsive  to  the  needs  of  handicapped 
children.   This  support  at  both  levels  should  be  commended,  for  the 
state  and  federal  regulations  regarding  the  special  education  iden- 
tification and  placement  process  can  be  quite  confusing.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
by  L.  Joseph  Rivers 

Two-hundred  thirty-one  students  were  on  hand  for  the  opening 
of  the  1979-80  school  year.   A  smooth  opening  was  realized  de- 
spite the  inconvenience  of  having  on-going  construction  work  in 
the  junior  high  section.   This  continued  for  most  of  the  first 
quarter.   Staff  and  students  are  to  be  commended  for  working  under 
the  difficult  conditions.   We  are  happy  to  report,  however,  that 
we  were  successful  in  meeting  the  State  Fire  Marshall's  require- 
ments for  fire  safety. 

Our  school  objectives  for  the  year  place  a  priority  on  curri- 
culum review.   Our  staff  has  been  meeting  with  their  colleagues 
from  other  school  districts.   Other  priorities  include  organiza- 
tional procedures,  maintaining  discipline  and  developing  our 
health  education  program. 

Our  kindergarten  prograun  has  been  extended  to  a  full  school 
day;  long  but  very  productive. 

Open  house  and  parent/teacher  conferences  took  place  in  No- 
vember with  an  exceptionally  good  turnout.   It  is  the  observation 
of  this  administrator  that  community  support  for  the  school  is 
both  meaningful  and  encouraging. 

Elementary  classes  are  continuously  productive  with  stimulating 
activities.   Field  trips  to  various  attractions  in  the  area  pro- 
vide children  with  a  wealth  of  experience. 

Junior  high  eighth  graders  are  involved  in  science  and  social 
studies  projects.   The  projects  will  be  displayed  at  our  spring 
academic  show.   All  grades  will  be  contributing  to  this  event. 

Our  Christmas  Show  was  most  successful  under  the  direction  of 
Judy  English  and  Cindy  Derse.   More  than  300  people  attended 
the  concert  at  the  John  Fuller  School.   We  are  planning  to  put  on 
a  Broadway  Musical  Show  in  the  spring. 

Sports  play  an  important  part  of  a  student's  total  school 
growth  experience.   Soccer,  girls'  field  hockey  and  cheerleading 
were  productive  and  participation  was  good.   More  than  seventy- five 
students  are  participating  in  basketball  for  boys  and  girls, 
grades  4  through  8.   Because  of  the  restricted  use  of  the  gym,  our 
gcunes  are  being  played  at  the  John  Fuller  School.
